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ANTI-ANTI-COMMUNIST 
DRIVE IN U.S. EXPOSED 


Readers of the Tulsa World were treated to a rare privilege on August 27, 1961 when the 
front page displayed an Associated Press article about the Senate investigation of the current anti-anti- 
Communist drive now gaining momentum in the U.S. Chief spokesman in the investigation was Edward 
Hunter, author of the authoritative book “Brainwashing,” and a top authority on Communism. The 
article was a rare privilege because seldom does anything of an anti-Communist nature find its way into 
print and, if it does, it is isolated in an obscure portion of daily trivia. 


Mr. Hunter’s remarks are especially important these days in light of the recent attempts by the 
Administration to gag military personnel concerning anything anti-Communist. It has special signifi- 
cance in light of recent directives to military leaders to refrain from using the films “Operation Aboli- 
tion” and “Communism on the Map.” 


Mr. Hunter sees these directives as an integral part of a Communist manifesto issued December 
*, 1960, at the conclusion of a strategy conference of 81 Communist Parties of the world in Moscow. 
The Communists, suggests Mr. Hunter, made use of agents who infiltrated the White House to carry 
out their ‘frontal attack” on the anti-Communist movement. Hunter explained it this way: 


“A quick Red operation is being attempted, like that of a sleight-of-hand artist, to push this ad- 
ministration, the press, and the public into a trap that would eliminate the anti-Communist program in 
the United States. 


“, . . Moscow simply acquired agents who mingled with the new, intellectual elite at the top on 
terms of equality, were sometimes members of it themselves. They infiltrated the White House and 
other topmost government offices . . . We might cringe at the idea that Red agents, bought and paid 
for by the enemy, had entered and become members of the White House entourage, but we can brush 
it out of our minds only at our own peril. As such things happened, they can happen again.” 


THE COMMUNIST “DOUBLE STANDARD” 


Since I began this fight against Communism 14 years ago, I have been the target of lies, smears, 
distortions and malacious attacks by the Communists, their sympathizers and dupes, and by a few others 
who should know better. This has been the experience of every militant anti-Communist from Joe 





McCarthy to Robert Welch. Mr. Hunter explains 
the cause of these attacks and the twisted logic from 
which they stem. He says: 


“(The Communists) have always demanded that 
inquiry of any kind into Red manipulation should be 
forbidden. They have called it undemocratic, a reac- 
tionary or fascist activity, and illegal. All these words 
have their own, separate meaning in the Communist 
dictionary. They also insist, from the same Red point 
of view, that all such inquiry is ‘unfriendly’ and ‘hos- 
tile, and are using ‘rightist’ and ‘extreme rightist’ as 
smear words against anti-Communist teachings gen- 
erally. The new conservative surge in the United States 
has been accompanied by anti-Communist efforts, main- 
ly along educational lines, to spread information about 
the real nature of Communism. The Reds equate this 
new conservatism with anti-Communism and equate 
this with fascism. This lumping together opponents of 
every description — mild or tough — branding them 
with some predominantly objectionable label, is an old 
Red tactic. It produces some of the more obvious of 
the patent falsehoods that come out of Red logic, called 
dialectical materialism, and reaches such perversions of 
Socratic thinking as the teaching that war is peace, black 
is white, and opposition to Communism is illegal, 
whereas pro-Communist activity is perfectly legal. The 
former may be as timid as you like, it is called Mc- 


Carthyism by the Reds; the latter may be as unprinci- 
pled as hades, it is still regarded by them as irreproach- 
able. 


“, .. The Red insistence on the double stan- 
dard has reached its peak with the Communist 
claim to ample and complete — de facto exclu- 
sive — facilities with which to destroy us. They 
are specifically demanding complete elimination 
of anti-Communist programs from our schools 
and in the military, and from public meetings. 
This is the culmination of anti-anti-Communism. 
If we are buried in accordance with the degree 
of that specialist in genocide, Nikita Khrush- 
chev, it should be memorialized on our collec- 
tivized tombstone by the words: ‘Here lies a 
nation — Martyr to the Double Standard; Amer- 
icans could never learn.’ ” 


COMMUNIST SQUEEZE PLAY 


Then Mr. Hunter went on to clearly describe the 
tragic condition which exists in the Nation with so 
many of our informed anti-Communist spokesmen. His 
words point up the need for grass-roots political action 
in electing conservative men to office who will uphold 
the Constitution of the United States. Mr. Hunter said: 


“The new, coordinated, aggressive Red anti-anti- 
Communist drive was launched by the Red manifesto. 
Until then, anti-anti-Communism had been conducted 
mainly as a hush-hush operation in the manner of the 
‘united front,’ enlisting the help of any person or or- 
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ganization, no matter whether non-Communist or even 
anti-Communist, so long as he aids and abets the Com- 
munist objective of strangling anti-Communism at 
birth, wherever it showed up. 


“, . . Anti-Communists in political, educa- 
tional, literary, clerical, and other spheres of 
American society were boxed in and squeezed 
out, quietly, one by one. This was the hush- 
hush strategy. However, it did not fully work, 
thanks to the American people themselves, and 
a few isolated segments in Government, who 
were persistently harassed and kept busy bat- 
tling for their own survival. Even if they 
couldn’t be ‘liquidated,’ their efforts could be 
held to a minimum.” 


CONSISTENT FAILURE — BY DESIGN 


Mr. Hunter sees the decline of U.S. prestige and 
our continual defeats — as compared with the successes 
of the Kremlin — as a direct result of Communist in- 
filtration and the anti-anti-Communist drive. He ex- 
plained it this way: 


“The new-style, pro-Red agent has his role to in- 
fluence policy, stalling or frustrating it, making it fail 
or end up by hurting ourselves. Need any more be 
done to wreak the destruction of a nation, no matter 
how many billions it pours out in defense and foreign 
aid? This is an integral portion of the pattern I’m 
speaking about, the heart of it, the main gears in the 
pattern for failure that we have now devised as a built- 
in mechanism in our Government, with coordinated 
ramifications in the prestige press, in educational circles, 
and in whatever other professions the enemy considers 
worth penetrating. 


“If we doubt that the Reds infiltrate these 
honored professions, let us think for a moment 
of how it has been fundamental Red technique 
to do so in every nation which it has already 
subverted, or is seeking to subvert abroad, and 
then let us ask ourselves if it is possible this is 
not being done in the one nation in the world 
which Moscow regards as its main target. Of 
course it is being done here. Suppression of 
inquiry into Communism is one way of lulling 
ourselves into thinking we’ve solved the prob- 
lem of the Red agent. We can seem to get along 
better with Moscow this way. We aren’t accused 
of being ‘antisocial.’ Where basic principles and 
survival are at stake, we'd better be very willing 
to be as ‘antisocial’ as need be, and come to 
realize that this whole ‘antisocial’ gambit of a 
popularity race is a part of the diffusion mecha- 
nism in the cold war. 


“These new elite agents need not — usually must 
not — give evidence of pro-Red bias. They operate best 
when they work as anti-Communist perfectionists, in- 
sisting that we make sure that every project devised to 
hurt the enemy is 100 percent certain to succeed, and

WASHINGTON, D. C.: PRELUDE TO 
MacARTHUR’S SENTIMENTAL JOURNEY 


On Sunday April 9, 1961, on a cold, drizzly after- 
noon, a ceremonial assembly braved the weather, in 
raincoats and mufflers, to witness the naming of a 
cross-street in vicinity of the Philippines Chancery: 
“Bataan & Corregidor Street.” 


Washington, D. C. is a city of historical monu- 
ments but none will engender more poignant and nos- 
talgic thoughts than this new street sign. April 9th, 
1961 represents the nineteenth anniversary of the fall 
of Bataan. 


The Philippine Embassy has made an impression 
on ancient and blase “Embassy Row.” This is largely 
due to the brilliant personality of Carlos Romulo, vet- 
eran of Bataan and Corregidor, able professional jour- 
nalist before the War who drifted into politics and 
diplomacy in the wake of war and made his mark in 
a new and precarious field. The smooth, expert han- 
dling of this ceremony, in some respects, indicates the 
maturity of this Embassy. Every detail of a complex 
program was discreetly and successfully managed by 
Minister Mauro Calingo, as presiding officer. The guest 
list was significant: Chief Justice Warren; the Secre- 
tary of State; the Secretary of Health & Welfare; the 
Chief of Staff, U. S. Army; the Dean of the Diplomatic 
Corps; the President, Board of Commissioners, D. C.; 
etc. Your editor represented General MacArthur. 


This ceremony can be considered the prelude, the 
| “opening gambit,” for another undertaking later in the 
| year, the “sentimental journey” of General MacArthur 
| to the Philippines, accompanied by Ambassador Rom- 
ulo —a gesture of goodwill and an affirmation of the 
| ties between the magic islands and the United States. 
The rich, full flavor of that day can be savored in the 
| principal addresses on that nostalgic occasion. 
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REMARKS BY MINISTER MAURO CALINGO 


“Today is the nineteenth anniversary of the Fall of 
Bataan. In announcing this tragic event during its last 
broadcast from the tunnel of Corregidor on April 9, 
1942, the Voice of Freedom said: 


‘The world will long remember the epic 
struggle that Filipino and American soldiers put 
up in the jungle fastnesses and along the rug- 
ged coast of Bataan. They have stood up un- 
complaining under the constant and gruelling 
fire of the enemy for more than three months. 
Besieged on land and blockaded by sea, cut off 
from all sources of help in the Philippines and 
in America, these intrepid fighters have done 
all that human endurance could bear.’ 


“The broadcast concluded with the following 
words: 


‘Bataan has fallen, but the spirit that made 
it stand — a beacon to a'l the liberty-loving peo- 
ples of the world — cannot fail.’ 


“How true and prophetic were those words, for the 
world has not forgotten the epic struggle of the Filipino 
and American soldiers in Bataan and Corregidor and 
neither has the spirit that sustained them during that 
long and dark night of our history passed away. The 
naming of Bataan and Corregidor streets in the heart 
of the Capital of this great nation, made upon the sug- 
gestion of Ambassador Romulo, is an eloquent testi- 


~ monial of this fact and we are here to bear witness to it. 


“We see the spirit of Bataan and Corregidor in the 
close ties of friendship and understanding that bind 
our two countries. We feel it in the warmth of our 
official and personal relations resulting from the closest 
association for more than half a century. We find it 
in the common concern of our peoples over the defense 
of freedom whenever and wherever it is threatened. 
For in the compact world in which we live today the 
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threat to or loss of freedom in one area cannot but af- 
fect the lives and fortunes of the peoples in other areas. 


“Bataan and Corregidor are twin peaks in man’s 
eternal siruggle for human dignity and freedom and it 
is only fitting and proper that we should honor, as we 
are doing now, the brave men, Filipinos and Americans, 
who fought there in defense of our liberties, of our 
homes and families, and of the institutions in which we 
believe. In honoring them, we are in truth honoring 
the great principles and the high ideals upon which our 
nations were founded. 


“This program has been made possible through the 
wholehearted assistance and cooperation of the Depart- 
ment of State, the Department of Defense, the National 
Capital Parks Commission, the Board of Commissioners 
of the District of Columbia, and the various depart- 
ments of the District Government. To them and to all 
of you who have taken time out of your holiday week- 
end to join us in this ceremony, we express our deep 
thanks and gratitude.” 


ADDRESS BY GENERAL CARLOS P. ROMULO, 
PHILIPPINE AMBASSADOR TO THE U.S. 


Your Excellencies: 


“ _.. To name these two streets in this capital city 
of the United States — Bataan and Corregidor — is to 
bring back to American consciousness the story of an 
epic that is part of the timeless pattern of history. 


“Nineteen years ago, Filipino and American 
soldiers fought side by side against a common 
enemy. The names Bataan and Corregidor con- 
jure up the picture that those of us who were 
there and were fortunate to survive can never 
forget: of handsome, blonde American lads — 
dead in the foxholes or in the tunnel and along- 
side them, also dead, handsome, black-haired 
Filipino lads, killed by the same enemy bomb, 
their blood freely intermingled in the sacred 
cause of freedom. Their bones now lie in Philip- 
pine soil, dust and ashes, sacred earth — and 
who will dare sift that dust and those ashes, by 
race, for separate honor? 


“That is the meaning of Bataan and Corregidor. 
East and West met and fought together for the same 
ideal. It was a portent of things to come. For the first 
time, of their own free and positive choice, an Asian 
people rose, almost unanimously, to the defense of an 
Occidental power, not because America was white and 
Western, but because the United States never carried 
the mantle of imperialism with ease and despite intial 
errors, when your leaders saw our firm determination 
not to settle for less than our freedom, every step that 
you took was to implement the policy announced by 
William H. Taft: ‘The Philippines for the Filipinos.’ 


“In your one great adventure into colonialism, you 
retreated almost before you began. You came to the 
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Philippines, you saw, but you did not conquer. Instead, 
you worked with us, and out of the relationship emerged 
your promise to help us achieve and assure our inde- 
pendence. That promise went through the purifica- 
tion of fire nineteen years ago. And in 1946 the promise 
was fulfilled. 


“What have we done in the Philippines since 1946 
to be worthy of the sacrifice in Bataan and Corregidor? 
Something new has arisen in our country, something 
strong and fresh, something identifiably Filipino, and 
upon this we have built. Because we have a history of 
which we are proud, we opposed Communism success- 
fully. We fought for democracy and we had no hesi- 
tancy, despite its dangers, to choose the hard sinews of 
dignity, integrity and freedom — your side — against 
a gutless peace and the degradation of slavery implicit 
in a ruthless monolithic ideology that reduces every- 
thing to materialistic dialectics which is Communism. 

“We now see a Philippine economic renais- 
sance, where under the leadership of President 
Carlos P. Garcia, we won our fight against in- 
flation; our international reserves have gone up 
to a new high level; we have refused to devalue 
our peso; we have partially decontrolled and 
will scon eliminate all exchange controls; we 
have achieved a favorable balance of trade; we 
have established more than 800 new industries; 
we produce more rice than we consume; we 
have improved the living standards of our mass- 
es; we have an uninhibited press, one of the 
freest in the world. All these we have accom- 
plished under a system of free enterprise and 
we have not deviated from the truly democratic 
pattern. We are proud of our progress because 
it is a progress that shows the vitality of our de- 
votion to Constitutional government, the ma- 
turity of our political philosophy, and the sta- 
bility of our political understanding. 


“And yet, I must say, that the new house of the 
Philippines is not yet as welded a structure as is your 
house of America. It is still a mosaic held together by 
new rivets of remarkable design, and all depends upon 
how seriously and how soon they can loosen. For we 
are under the shadow of a Communistic nation of more 
than 600 million people and we are under unrelenting 
attack by the dangerous Communist subversive pattern 
of infiltration and subversion. We are at the same time 
surrounded by another 600 million fellow Asians who 
are uncommitted and our people see how they are 
wooed and courted by the two power blocs. 


“By our record these last fifteen years since our 
independence we have shown we can achieve progress. 
But history tells us that societies change and achieve 
cohesion by fits and starts and in the process there may 
be ruptures or dislocations. Under the pressure of Com- 
munism on one side and Newtralism on the other, if the 
binding rivets of our house begin to loosen, to sustain 
it and keep it whole and unimpaired we must depend 
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on the unity of our friendship, the comradeship of our 
alliance, and the victory to America that is Bataan and 
Corregidor, in the words of one of your great writers 
‘the spirit of unswerving Filipino loyalty which is our 
creditor often enough in the past.’ 


“The men who died on Bataan and Corregidor 
offered that which was most precious to them — 
their own lives — on the altar of human free- 
dom and human friendship. We who survive 
have an obligation to them that cries out to be 
repaid. We owe them the continuation of the 
battle. We owe them the never-ending pledge to 
carry on, that the Filipino-American friendship 
they sealed in war with their blood we will not 
allow narrow self-interest or greed to weaken or 
undermine in peace.” 

GENERAL HEADQUARTERS 
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The epic stand of Phil-American forces on Bataan and 
Corregidor can best be appreciated in extracts from Japanese 
staff reports at the time, viz: 


“For General Homma, Bataan was not a victory but a 
defeat. Heavy-set and dominating, bull-like in his reactions, 
Homma insisted that Bataan must be taken — not merely 
contained. As Bataan wore on into weeks and months, 
Homma made wistful remarks on the swiftness of Japanese 
victory at Port Arthur in 1904. When Hong Kong fell in 2 
weeks and Singapore in 2 months (the citadel itself in less 
than two weeks), Bataan was a terrible goad to Homma. 
He pressed and tore at the hasty field-fortifications of 
Bataan... 

“Politically it stood as a symbol to the Filipinos and en- 
couraged them to continue their resistance. There was a 
spiritual influence exerted by the Americans on Bataan. The 
Japanese at home worried about the length of this resist- 
ance... 

“,.. The impact of the protracted defense of the Philip- 
Pines began to make itself felt, from Hong Kong to Singa- 
pore, Tokyo began to worry... 


“General Sugyama, the Chief of Staff, Imperial Head- 
quarters, personally flew to the Philippines to investigate. 
He realized that Bataan could not be taken with available 
troops. He ordered reinforcements from China, the 4th Divi- 
sion and a Mixed Brigade; the Kitajima heavy artillery 
group from Hong Kong and several Air Bombardment 
Groups from Burma and Malaya ... The Japanese time- 
table of Asiatic conquest had been thoroughly demolished. 
Valuable materiel, ships and men were tied up for six 


months in the Philippines that might have been used to 


Seize New Guinea or the crucial island of Guadalcanal .. .” 
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THE INDIAN WEATHER VANE: 
NEHRU ON WEST BERLIN 


THE HINDU SHELL GAME 


The Indian Prime Minister has long played a dubi- 
ous role. In fact, he is an expert and calculated fence 
sitter, as between Russia and the West. He poses as a 
“neutralist,” which is a synonym for “milking both 
parties.” He has milked the United States to the tune 
of over a billion— while maintaining affable, even 
cordial, relations with the Kremlin. In the United Na- 
tions, he has invariably backed his protege, Krishna 
Menon, who hates all Whites and particularly the 
Americans. As the Indian delegate, Menon operated 
with the effrontery of a circus barker and the techniques 
of a stevedore, overlaid by British tweeds. Menon os- 
tentatiously despises the British but adores London 
tailoring. 


Nehru, his lord and master, is almost equally adept 
at saying wrong things at the right time. At the height 
of the crucial, nerve-racking incident of the Kremlin- 
dictated closure of East Berlin, Nehru told his Parlia- 
ment that “Western access rights to Berlin were diluted 
after the Blockade of 1948.” He blandly accepts two 
separate German States “with each governing move- 
ments as sovereign states.” He chose to ignore that 
East German “sovereignty” was established by and rests 
solely on Russian bayonets. 


Western reaction was swift and appropriate: 
sharp protestations and a feeling of baffled rage 
at this slippery opportunist who never once has 
failed to bite the hand that feeds him. It might 
be argued, of course, that that kind of hand 
deserves exactly what it gets. 


A WASHINGTON EDITORIAL 


“The late John Foster Dulles had a genius for put- 
ting his foot in his mouth (on Indo-American rela- 
tions) but Mr. Nehru has outdone him. It would be 
hard to imagine a worse time for the gratuitous observa- 
tion by the Indian Premier that ‘Allied access to Berlin 
is not a right but a concession.’ 


“This sets a new formula for ‘neutral’ behaviour — 
first champion a Western right, then undercut it with 
a sop to the Communists . . . 


“Coming at a time of great tension, the statement 
unleashed a large volume of pent-up resentment at 
Nehru’s moralizing . . .” 


A FORTY-EIGHT HOUR SWITCH 


With the hot breath of indignant Washington on 
his neck, Nehru must have consulted his domestic deity 
(could it have been Janus?) and with an eye to a 
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restive Congress now deliberating foreign aid, he re- 
versed his position promptly —with a sly oriental 
twist: he took the unusual step of issuing his latest state- 
ment through the American Ambassador. That would 
be John Kenneth Galbraith, Harvard economics pro- 
fessor and author of a new-frontier best-seller, “The 
Affluent Society.” Nehru’s master-piece developed after 
a 75 minute huddle with the Ambassador. The state- 
ment is slightly oleaginous, viz: 


“Taking note of the varying interpretations that 
have been placed on his remarks . . . the Prime Minister 
has authorized me to state that these remarks should 
not be taken to mean that access to Berlin may be 
denied and to affirm his belief that it should not be 
changed...” 


This slippery statement was hailed by the obliging 
Ambassador as “. . . an important contribution to the 
peaceful settlement of the Berlin crisis which will give 
full protection to the liberty and rights for self deter- 
mination of the people of West Berlin...” Neither 
Galbraith nor Nehru even remotely touched on the 
liberty and rights of the people of East Berlin. Krishna 
Menon could not have done a smoother job. Self de- 
termination and anti-Colonialism, a concept that goes 
back to Woodrow Wilson, apply nowadays only to 
Africa. They ignore Tibet, Laos, Cuba and South Tyrol, 
etc., etc. 


The full flavor of Nehru’s flexible position can 
only be savoured (b7 American taxpayers) when we 
take a brief look (as of 1957: it is hard to get any- 
thing specific beyond that date) at what this “cham- 
pion of the West” got from the United States: 


Foreign Grants $272,561,000 


Reverse Grants 28,611,000 
Foreign Loans 728,106,000 


These totals (1957) do not show another half billion 
which this snake-charmer wangled in Export-Import 
Bank and other channels. 


HAND-OUT FROM THE U.S.: 
SUBSIDIZED COMMUNIST STOOGES 


With a rough estimate of 1 billions lifted from 
the American “suckers” (just what mutual security in 
terms of Divisions at the front can we expect from 
India?) the absolute effrontery of these people is never 
more humiliatingly evident than in the contemptuous 
gesture when Nehru disclosed to his Party Congress in 
Bangalore, that “India has been giving aid to the Al- 
gerian rebels.” The Algerian rebellion has no founda- 
tion as a state: There never was an Algerian entity. 
For centuries, it was a vassal of the Ottoman Empire. 
The “rebel” movement was engendered, financed and 
directed from Cairo and Nasser. The rebel Army 
formed and maintained itself in Tunisia, in a protected 
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sanctuary. The purpose, in the voice of its own leader, 
Ferhat Abbas, to “keep French Divisions immobilized 
in Algiers and away from the NATO front: Denmark. 
Switzerland.” Algiers is an active enemy of the flanks 
of NATO just as Castro is an enemy on the flanks of 
the United States. Would you permit the “mutual aid” 
recipients to subsidize Castro? No more than subsidies 
to Algierians are permissible. 





THE ARMY: 
186 YEARS OF SERVICE 


On 14 June 1961, the United States Army cele. 
brated its 186th birthday. 


The Battles of Lexington and Concord had been 
concluded on that day in 1775, and the colonial militia 
had the Redcoats under siege at Boston. Still, there 
was no Army, and even the birth of the Nation was a 
year away. But mindful that a new nation would need 
a truly national Army, the revolutionary Second Con-§ 
tinental Congress authorized 10 companies of Infantry 
to serve, not under state authority, but under the Con- 
gress of the yet to be created Nation. Largely because 
of America’s senior service the Nation was created and 
still exists today. 


Without pause, the Army has been in the forefront 
since that long ago day — withstanding the frigid win- 
ter at Valley Forge, securing the Southwest in the 
Mexican War, and strengthening world-wide democracy 
in the three great wars of the twentieth century. 


In a thousand minor clashes across the globe, the 
Army was there —in the Philippines, China, Siberia, 
and the dusty plains of the American West. Army his- 
tory was also made by men like Nathan Hale, Andrew 
Jackson, U. S. Grant, Robert E. Lee, John J. Pershing, 
Douglas MacArthur, Dwight D. Eisenhower and thou- 
sands of unnamed heroes. Presidents and farmers and 
storekeepers all made their sacrifices as soldiers to insure 
a country dedicated to Freedom. 


No other Army in history can approach the contti-f, 
butions of the U. S. Army to the general welfare of its 
fellow citizens. It was the Army that conquered yellow 
fever and the boll weevil, developed the chlorination 
of water, and built the Panama Canal and the Alaskani 
Highway, among hundreds of projects to make thei 
United States and the world a better place in which to 
live. An Army rocket put our first satellite and ouf 
first man into space. 


Through those 186 years the Army has been ex 
plorer, builder, inventor, liberator, healer, and defender 
In filling these many roles, the Army has emerged not

U.S. AIDS CASTRO 
THROUGH U.N. 


Despite the fact that the United States placed a 
strict embargo on trade with Cuba last October, U. S. 
taxpayers are buying Russian jeeps for Fidel Castro 
through the polyglot of the United Nations. The Hon- 
orable Glenard P. Lipscomb (Rep. California), re- 
ported that 32 Russian made jeeps have been furnished 
Cuba, allegedly for purposes of malaria eradication. 
The jeeps were given Cuba by the World Health Or- 
ganization (WHO) working in conjunction with the 
Pan American Health Organization (PAHO). 


According to a Washington Daily News article of 
August 15, 1961, the United States pays 33% of the 
cost of WHO and 66% of PAHO. The Pan American 
Health Organization is the regional agency of WHO 
and also a branch of the Organization of American 
States (OAS). 


In 1951, the U.S. portion of the combined WHO/ 
PAHO fund was 66% of the total. Representative 
Lipscomb claims, however, that the U.S. contribution 
is even greater because of the large amount of unpaid 
quotas by other countries. Cuba, the recipient of the 
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Russian jeeps, hasn’t paid since Castro forced his way 
into power, and now owes $224,010. 


The real irony of this fiasco is the fact that malaria 
presents no real threat to Cuba. Congressman Lipscomb 
points out that in 1959, “there were only 2.2 cases per 
100,000 people.” In spite of this negligible instance 
of infection, PAHO’s malaria budget for Cuba has in- 
creased from $3,521 when Batista was in power in 
1958 to $31,471 in 1959 under Fidel Castro. 


In addition, even while Castro refuses to pay his 
share, the program’s budget for Cuba has increased 
from $37,045 in 1958 to $213,708 this year with next 
year’s budget calling for $219,513. Of course, the 
State Department has an answer for all this. Repre- 
sentative Lipscomb calls it “incredible and fantastic.” 
The State Department said that the increase in appro- 
priations was occasioned by the larger number of 
Cubans who were traveling to Russia and Red China 
where they might pick up diseases. 


Can you imagine such an audacious appropriation 
being approved by the House or the Senate? The idea 
would be repugnant to even some of the most left-wing 
“do-gooders” who must ultimately answer to their con- 
stituents. Only in the pro-Communist atmosphere of 
the United Nations can such a gigantic hoax be per- 
petrated on the sleeping American public. Again, the 
generous, naive American taxpayer is milked for proj- 
ects which he despises because of the fallacious U.N. 
conspiracy.
